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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

After the foregoing Amendment, claims 1, 4-15, 17-21 are currently pending 
in this application. Claims 1, 11, and 15 have been amended to incorporate the 
allowable features into the independent claims. Claims 2, 3, and 16 have been 
canceled. Applicants submit that no new matter has been introduced into the 
application by these amendments. 

Claim Objections 

The Examiner objected to claims 3-7 and 16-21 because they are dependent 
upon a rejected independent claim. Independent claims 1 and 11 have been 
amended to incorporate all of the allowable features of claim 3. Claims 4 and 7 have 
been amended to depend from claim 1. Independent claim 15 has been amended to 
include the allowable features of claim 16. Claims 17-21 have been amended to 
depend from claim 15. Claims 2, 3, and 16 have been canceled. Accordingly, the 
withdrawal of the objection to the claims 4-7 and 17-21 is respectfully requested. 
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Claim Re jections - 35 USC §103 

Claims 1, 2, and 11 stand rejected under 35 USC §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,957,071 to Holur et al. (hereinafter "Holur") in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 6,006,091 to Lupien (hereinafter "Lupien"). 

The Examiner has indicated that the subject matter of claim 3 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form. Accordingly, all of the features of claim 
3 have been added to independent claims 1 and 11 and claim 3 has been canceled. 

Rejected claims 8-10 and 12-14 are dependent upon claims 1 and 11, 
respectively, which the Applicants believe are allowable over the cited prior art of 
record for the same reasons provided above. 

Claim 15 stands rejected under 35 USC §103(a) as being patentable over 
Holur in view of Lupien and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,564,067 to Agin 
(hereinafter "Agin"). The Examiner has indicated that the subject matter of claim 
16 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Accordingly, all of the 
features of claim 16 have been added to independent claim 15 and claim 16 has 
been canceled.
